It  must  la*  a definite  propor- 
tion of  one’s  Income.  Some  are  con- 
vinced that  the  tithe  or  tenth  system 
ia  atilt  binding  on  the  Lord’s  p ople. 

There  seem  to  a*  in-,  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  adopting  this  rigid  sys- 
tem. But  this  aeetus  evident  that 
one- tenth  is  little  enough  for  any. 
body  to  give,  and  some  could  give 
much  more.  So,  then,  every  one 
ought  to  r* solve  that  as  God  j,ri  -,  r r- 
him,  that  is,  a definite  proportion  of 
his  income,  he  will  give  to  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Lord.
